BAUD ON' THE FARMERS. 


Qciscv, III., May 10.—Tho flood situation, 


appalling as it was Monday, is oven worse, 
and It is no-.v almost covtnln that the In- 
dian Grove district will bo abandoned for 
years to come. Tho cross lovoo which 
protected the northern half of the district 
gavo way Monday night, 800 feet 
of 


tho bank going out. This crovasso has 
since been doubled.- People living in tho 
doomed region woro at once warned of 
their danger and immediately commenced 
a. hurried, disorderly rotvoat for tho bluEs, 
All night long a mass of mon, women and 
children, with wagons and farm stock, 
poured along all tho roads, loading to tho 
higher ground to tho oast and by daylight 
this morning tho entire roglou was covered 
with water. A pouring rain yesterday 
added to tho miseries of tho homeless un- 
fortunates driven out by tho floods. 


Measures will bo takon to aCord thorn 


needed temporary relief. Tho crovasso of 
tho Sny lovoo below tho city is flooding 
tho lower half of that district—twonty- 
fivft miles in length—and the people aro 
abandoning every thing in their flight. An- 
other crovasse is threatened between this 
city and Hannibal, and if tho lovoo breaks 
then tho -whole region will bo submerged. 


No loss of life has yot been reported, but 


hundreds of head of stock have been 
drowned. Tho loss in the two districts will 
not bo far irom $1,500,000. 


In this city tho situation is practically 


unchanged, except that tho water has mado 
greater onerofiehmonts aod has covorod a 
low more milos of railroad track. Tho 
river roso five inches yesterday and at 0 
o'clock last Light stood eighteen feet sli 
inches. 


FiTTSi-iELD, 111., May 10.—Tho break 


in the Sny lovoo increases, and 102,- 
000 acres of land that have boon pro- 
tootod will soon bo tuo bottom of an im- 
mense lako. Owners and tenants aro hur- 
rying to tho uplands for personal safety, 
only having time to tako their already- 
loaded wagons and livestock and leaving 
most ol their property to the floods. Hun- 
dreds of families aro camped in tho open 
fields out of roach of tho water, having 
nowhere to go. A cold rain has sot in, 
making their desolation rnoro dreary and 
complete. 


ST. Lotus, Hay 1C.—Tho Mississippi Is 


very high hero, but iiot up to tho danger 
line. Tho Island in East St. Louis is par- 
tially covered. Koports from Louisiana, 
Mo., say tho Sny levee break is steadily 
enlarging and torrents of water aro rush- 
Ing through and submerging tho entire val- 
ley. Already many homes havo boon ruined. 
The break occurred at about tho center 
of tho lovoo, 30 that tho upper portion will 
bo comparatively uninjured, but tho lowor 
half is practically o total loss. Out at 
about 73,000 acres of wheat and corn ovor 
60,000 acres aro entirely destroyed. Fann- 
ers succeeded in driving most of tholr cat- 
tlo to tho bluffs. Tho Chicago & Alton 
railroad tracks aro threatened and tho St. 
Louis & Keokuk Is uncUr water for a long 
distance.
